The beating victim was a waiter at a wedding 
reception for Wortman 5 s daughter and so n “ in rJ; aw T » ™ ch 
was held at the Electrical Workers Hall in St. Louis. 

The couple. Miss Susan H. Wortman of Collinsville 
and Ace Rayburn Hart, 17 Weinel Drive, were married at 
11 a.m. Saturday at St. Stephen's Church in Caseyville 
by the pastor, the Rev. John E. Grote. > 

Police learned that nearly 1000 persons including^/ 
a large number of local area hoodlums and their wives, 
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attended the lavish affair. About 10 p.m. according to one 
report, three Ben dragged a waiter from the building and 
began beating him# Near 59th Street and Elizabeth Avenue, 
the victim was propped against a stone wall while the __ 

took turns swinging. Finally the victim toppled over the wall 
and down an eight-foot embankment on the other side. Aixcr ..-.-^ 
peering over the wall the trio departed. 

One of the three assailants, it was learned 
was Louis D. Shoulders, who recently was released from a 

federal prison, after serving a term for a L Louie 

interstate shipment. Shoulders is a son of a former St. Louis 
lieutenant who was a key figure in the di s app©aranc© 
of almost half of a $600,000 payment made in a kidnaping in 

Kansas City. 

St. Louis police reports showed that a call was 
received relative to an accidential injury and that an 
investigation disclosed Louis Fondren, 5637 Enright Avenue, 
in a semi-conscious condition on a sidewalk not far from 
the bridal reception. Fondren was treated at City Hospital 
for head injuries and lacerations.- Fondren who is 28 and 
described himself as an itinerant waiter, told 
police he had stumbled and fell over a brick wall. 

Police reports show that Fondren has been 
arrested a number of times since 1951 on charges of stealing* 
carrying a concealed weapon and robbery. 

The reception followed a wfidding breakfast also 
held in St. Louis. Large quantities of roasts of beef, hams, 
thousands of shrimp, an eight-tiered wedding cake and ample 
supplies of quality whisky were available for the wedding guests. 
A conservative estimate of the cost of the reception was 
put at $5000* 

Just recently Wortman testified in circuit court 
here that he could no longer live in the manner to which 
he was accustomed because his income was only $200 per week. 

He was testifying in. a separate maintenance suit brought by 
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The trial of FRANK LEONARD WORTMAN on income tax 
charges has been set for February 8, 1965, in United States 
District Court, East St. Louis, Illinois. A Department 
Attorney will handle the prosecution for the government in 
connection with this case and WORTMAN is to be represented . 
by MORRIS SHENKER, wellknown criminal lawyer from St. Louis, 
Missouri, who has previously represented WORTMAN and his 
associates. 


On January 11, 1960, indictments were returned 
by the Federal Grand Jury, East St. Louis, Illinois: 


FRANK WORTMAN was indicted on 3 counts for tax 
evasion for the years 1953, 1954, and 1955. ELMER DOWLING 
was charged with evading income taxes for the same years. 
Count 5 was a conspiracy count charging FRANK WORTMAN, TED 
WORTMAN, ELMER DOWLING, GREGORY MOORE. 


On February 26, 1962, the jury returned a 
verdict as follows: 

Unable to reach a decision concerning FRANK 
WORTMAN on counts 1, 2 and 3. On DOWLING, it was unable 
to reach a verdict on the conspiracy count. It was unable 
to reach a decision that EDWARD WORTMAN was guilty of 
participating in the conspiracy. SAM MAGIN was found 
not guilty of a separate indictment charging him with 
income tax evasion for the years 1955* 1956* and 1957. 
FRANK WORTMAN, ELMER DOWLING, and GREGORY MOORE, were 
found guilty under the conspiracy count. 


In January, 1964, the Severfii Circuit Court of 
Appeals, Chicago, Illinois, reversed the conspiracy conviction 
on the part of FRANK WORTMAN, ELMER DOWLING and GREGORY
